"MAKI-UP" TO MEN 

The make-up technique is slightly different if it's 
the masculine eye you seek to please. To attract the 
hard- co-get type, your make-up must be as carefully 
planned as your Campaign to meet him. (In fact, if 
you've done your job well, he will probably ask to 
meet you!) Remember that the ■worthwhile boy 
wants to be the pursuer. He is going to shy away 
from an obvious make-up. 

The fresh satin-smooth make-up so idealized by 
the male sex requires artfulness in application. How- 
ever, there's no doubt about the fact that he's worth 
the trouble. So here's a recipe lor looking cool, 
crisp, and angelic all year long. 

Begin by standing under the shower hath for a 
gentle rain of tepid water. To complete the illusion 
of morning mist, use pine or fernery soap, Pat your- 
self dry with a big absorbent towel. Afterward give 
your skin a fine spray of cologne. Waft the scent 
around the room while you dress." When you feel 
overheated, dab natural cologne with your handker- 
chief onto temples, throat, and the back of the neck. 

Now for your clothes. The MEDIUM BLONDE 
and BROWNETTE must at all cost* avoid appearing 
drab. Color can vivify the skin. Wear dusty rose, 
rust, green, and blue-green. Warm grey or char- 
treuse will bring out the warnnh in the skin. Black 
is permissible if accented with vivid red or green. 
However, bear in mind that the vivid colors should 
be -used only as accents. Otherwise they tend to 
fade the natural coloring. 

The SILVERY BLONDE, if the skin is clear pink 
and white, can choose colors that play up the skin 
and hair. Most pastels are becoming, if they are 
clear and light. Clear beige, dove gray, and black 
with touches of white arc all flattering. Prints 
should be small, never obvious. 

The REDHEAD and RUDDY BLONDE should 
choosccolorsto tone down the red in the sk r n. Black, 
navy, dark gray, bottle green, fuschia are all becom- 
ing. Lighter colors should first be carefully tested 
against the skin before selection. The small geo- 
metric prints are better for you than floral designs. 

The GOLDEN BLONDE should play up to tt.e 
sunny tints in skin and hair. Rich, glowing colors 

such as yellow-gold, tnst-rose, sea green, tawny rusr ; 
bright blue, blue-green are best. 

The TRUE BRUNETTE can wear all the bright, 
vivid colors: red, green, salmon pink, purple, black, 
white, and royal blue. Big bold prints arc a charm- 
ing accent to this vivacious. type of beauty. ■ 



Your ma.ke-up shades should be selected with an 
eye to harmony between your costume powder, 
rouge, lipstick and fingernail polish. The method of 
application is all important, 

THERE IS ONLY ONE RIGHT WAY OF PUT- 
TING ON POWDER, but usually it is only the girl 
who has been taught this lesson at a salon who really 
follows it. To do an effective powder job, you must 
first apply a powder foundation. The brand name of 
your foundation, whether it is liquid, cream, tinted 
or colorless, may depend upon your persona! taste 
and individual skin, but you mu>t u*e something to 
give your make-up * Luc to whan it may cling to 
assure a smooch, finished make-up. You need also a 
make-up bjnd so tru: the powder may be applied 
right up to the hairline, but not in it, and a powder 
cape or towel pinned around your shoulders to pro- 
tect your frodc. New, pat the powder generously all 
over your fact, even over closed eyes, until you look 
befioijred. Then whisk off all superfluous amount. 
Thi< is the merhod that gives the smooth, mat finish 
rha: no amount of dabbing will ever achieve. 

BE FRUGAL WITH ROUGE. It is eas.er to sdd 

than to subtract!. Instead of wearing a blush built 
like a round red : red apple, apply your color deli- 
cately so if will lend life and brilliance to the eyes 
and do away with the tense look that shouts you've 
had a difficult day. 

Start close under the center of the eye and draw 
1 straight line almost to the temple. From each end 
of this line bring another slanting line down, so the 
two meet on the cheekbone. Blend carefully. The 
outer end of the triangle can be extended a bit and 
the lower end faded. If you are using a dry rouge, 
apply powefer before and after the rouge, if a cream 
rouge, apply, to the moist skin and powder after- 
wards. Don't neglect to tint the earlobes. Ears should 
be powdered lightly, too. Polished ears aren't any 
prettier than a beaming nose. 

'IK) PUT LIPSTICK ON PERFECTLY, you must 
use the tissue trick. Wield the stick carefully and 
liberally. Get the color well on the inside of your 
lips. Hold the lips parted for a minute for setting. 
"Ill en fit the tissue between the lips and press down 
on it firmly. Wipe off any tiny streaks on the teeth 
and don't moisten your lips for a few minutes. When 
you put fjes.tr lipstick on during the day, first wipe 
oft what remains ot the old. ft is the new layer over 
an uneven base that gives the ragged, peeling look. 

Don't follow the exact line of your mouth with 
lipstick, unless you are absolutely pleased with its 
natural contour. Lip brushes, fobbed across your lip- 
stick, will help you create a new shape for your mouth. 



Wear a deeper, more vivid lipstick for night than 
for day, and remember in applying it -that evening 
lights drain yellow tones, but the blue-reds keep 
their "life." 

Ask a man if he likes eye make-up and he will 
invariably answer "no." But just go ahead and give 
him a clever make-up job to look at, and he'll be 
complimenting you on your fresh appearance and 
trying to figure out what nukes you look different 
today! The make-up secret lies in dusring a little 
powder on the lashes before applying mascara — and 
in using a brush that is damp, not soaking wet; 
Apply the color from root to tip and let dry thor- 
oughly before trying to remove the smudges. Smudges 
can be instantly removed when dry by touching with 
a cotton wrapped toothpick that his been dipped 
into cold cream. 

The last step to your make-up is TONING. This 

sets youc make-up, takes away that powdered look, 
and makes you appear perfection in His eyes. Take 
a piece of cotton saturated with cold water, witch 
hazel or skin tonic and pat over the entire face. 
Blot the moisture off the face with absorbent tissues. 
Now, with a dash of perfume, you're ready for that 
special date with Him. 

Because perfume contrives to become identified 
with you yourself — is as intimate as a confidence, 
personal as your lipstick, potent as dynamite— you 
must select it with wisdom and an eye to suitability. 

Just as you do not choose a scent for its rlacon 
alone, you do not determine its fragrance by just a 
sniff at the bottle. Ask the saleswoman to spray a bit 
on the palms of ; rub the hands 

together, the resulting warmth intensities the scent 
by hurrying the departure of the alcohol content. 
Then cup the hands around your nose. If" this scent 
makes you feel exquisite, then you know it's yours. 
In this way you can accumulate a "wardrobe" of 
five or six perfumes, each different. yet each re- 
lated in its keynote fragrance. 

It is really quite simple to determine the keynote 
fragrance for your personality. There arc three basic 
perfume keynotes, just as there are three basic per- 
sonality types. Variation on this theme makes the 
individual fragrance and person. The perfume types 
are (i) rich, exotic, lush scents. (If you're sleek, 
poised, sophisticated — the sort who feels best, in a 
dressmaker dress of black — this is the perfume 



you'll gravitate to.) (2) light, sweet, demure floral 
scents; (If you're sentimental and as feminine as a 
bustle, the florals in their infinite variety are your 
forte.) (3) the gay, casual, spicy, clean -smelling 
"in-betweens." (If you've a home and a career, if 
you wear mostly tailored clothes but occasionally 
find a frilly blouse or housecoat irresistible, this 
perfume type will be to your liking.) 

Apply your favorite perfume as delicately as a 
whisper. You can't shock a boy into liking you! 
Apply it to many spots on your skin, for after per- 
fume has been on clothing for any length of time, 
it gives forth a stale odor. Fabrics too, sometimes 
change the odor of a perfume. A very light touch 
of perfume on the ankles, wrists, bend of the el- 
bow, ear lobes, and temples will let you drift on 
enchantment 

COSTUME JEWELRY FOR SMARTNESS 

EARRINGS — large and jeweled are piquant only 
on the small face. Slender pendant earrings flatter 
the broad face, Small flower-like earrings of clear 
colored stones with stem and leaves pointing up- 
ward are distinguished looking on the long face. 

BRACELETS — A wide gold band with a great 
clump of jewels posed at the top of the wrist is 
suited only to the well-proportioned and large wrist. 
For the slender, artistic wrist, there's a tight-fitting 
bracelet with raised metal leaves and stems and col- 
ored jewel flowers. Slender arms show to advantage 
the assortment of slender, colored bracelets. 

NECKLACES — of the collar type, made from 
metal or jewels should be worn only by a person 
with a long neck and oval or long face. Pendants 
and strands that fall into an oval or V shape flatter 
round and square faces. 

KINGS — Slender, bony fingers should never be 
adorned with massive jewelry, but with a small, 
dainty ring. Plump fingers acquire additional charm 
when a ring with ova! or rectangular setting is 
worn. Square or massive rings are impressive on 
long, tapering fingers. Always wear a nail polish 
shade that will harmonize with the colored settings 
in rings and bracelets. 

CLIPS — if your shoulders are narrow, wear a 
small clip. Wide shoulders can carry a more mas- 
sive ornament. "Come apart" jewelry that breaks 
into brooches, clips, and necklaces is popular.
